Sheppard was convicted Dec. 21 
of second-degree murder in the 
July 4 bludgeoning of his pregnant 
wife, Marilyn.

There was a mistiness that 
brim m ed in the eyes of those hon­ 
ored, but there were no emotional 
histrionics displayed. 
Thorough Investigation 
It should be explained that the 
m atter of becoming a new citizen 
is not as simple as that which 
m et the eyes of those court spec­ 
tators. Each applicant had been 
thoroughly investigated 
by 
the 
imm igration 
authorities and 
the 
person investigated had to be en ­ 
tirely worthy, well qualified and 
properly vouched for before he, 
or she, met with approval. In ad­ 
dition the applicant had to be lit­ 
erate and sufficiently conversant 
with the English language to read 
and 
com prehend 
w hat was e x ­ 
pected of him, before he could 
hope to be accepted. A naturali­ 
zation official at Sault Ste. Marie 
had checked up thoroughly upon 
these latter essentials.

Bill Dinneen Dies 


SY R A C U SE, N Y . UPI— William 
H. (B ill) Dinneen. former major 
league pitching star and umpire, 
died Thursday night. He was 78. 
Dinneen began his major league 
career in 
1898 with Washington, 
then in the National League, and 
switched to the 
league's 
Boston 
club in 1900, 
Two years later he joined the 
Boston Red Sox iii the American 
League and pitched for the Red 
Sox in the 1903 World Series 
In tile final game against Pitts­

Dinneen 
struck out

bases loaded. Tho Red Sox won 
the series, 5-3. 
Dinneen 
pitched

er and quit to become an umpire 
for 28 years.
